Communications 

Congratulations  to  Mr  D.  L.  Coleman,  an  elected 
member  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Services  Negotiating 
Committee,  for  taking  active  steps  to  keep  in  touch  with 
those  whom  he  represents.  He  has  not  only  attended 
meetings  of  many  area  chemist  contractor  committees 
in  his  region  since  election,  but  has  initiated  two 
informal  round-the-table  discussions  for  officers  from 
those  committees. 

One,  for  the  north  and  west  of  his  region,  he  held 
last  autumn  in  the  Midlands  and  last  weekend  the 
second  took  place  at  a  hotel  in  the  Berkshire 
countryside  (see  p633).  Whether  it  was  the  congenial 
atmosphere,  the  round  (rather,  oval!)  table  or  the 
informality,  the  meeting  seemed  to  achieve  its  aim — a 
frank  exchange  of  views  between  representative  and 
represented,  and  an  interchange  of  experience  between 
officers  of  the  various  committees. 

In  particular,  the  absence  of  set  speeches  and  formal 
procedure  gave  full  opportunity  for  interjection  of  minor, 
but  relevant,  points  and  all  concerned  seemed  well 
satisfied  that  the  long  journeys  (in  many  cases)  and 
loss  of  a  Sunday  afternoon  had  been  far  from  wasted. 

Such  meetings  can  only  be  truly  effective,  however, 
if  the  chain  continues  in  both  directions.  We  are  sure  of 
Mr  Coleman's  sincerity  in  his  promise  to  report  the 
views  back  to  the  PSNC,  out  equally  the  local  officers 
have  to  report  back  to  their  own  committees — and,  even 
more  important,  to  those  they  themselves  represent. 

Mr  James  of  Essex  ACCC,  set  a  good  example  when 
he  forcefully  put  over  an  out-of-hours  case  expressed 
by  some  of  his  local  contractors — but  with  which  he  is 
in  fundamental  disagreement.  By  such  means  the 
"grass  roots"  pharmacist  may  see  his  views  passed  up 
the  chain  to  the  highest  level;  it  is  the  responsibility  of 
those  "higher  levels"  to  ensure  that  information  on 
their  actions,  or  lack  of  action  and  reasons,  pass  equally 
smoothly  in  the  reverse  direction. 

As  one  of  those  present  said,  there  is  still  a  long  way 
to  go  in  internal  relations.  He  cited  the  value  of 
influencing  Community  Health  Councils — "but  we  need 
to  be  told  how  to  do  it".  His  proposal  for  a  dossier  of 
experience  of  what  happens  following  health  centre 
development,  for  example,  is  one  that  might  be  taken 
up  with  advantage. 

One  point  on  which  there  seemed  little  disagreement: 
contractors  have  been  getting  their  negotiations  done 
"on  the  cheap"  until  now.

This  method  has  been  adopted  to 
cut  out  delay  pending  receipt  of  manufacturers'  revised 
price  documents. 
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'NEB  should  acquire 
a  drug  company' 


The  National  Enterprise  Board  should 
acquire  at  least  one  UK  company  with  a 
substantial  interest  in  pharmaceuticals  and 
use  it  as  a  base  for  the  expansion  of  the 
public  sector  within  the  industry,  says  a 
Labour  Party  discussion  document  due  to 
be  published  on  Friday. 

The  document  is  the  result  of  a  two- 
year  study  by  a  working  group  chaired  by 
Dr  David  Owen,  Minister  of  State  for 
Health.  It  is  said  to  contain  a  "searching 
analysis"  of  the  structure  and  performance 
of  the  industry  in  the  UK,  and  one  of  its 
main  conclusions  is  that  the  NEB  stake 
in  the  industry  should  be  acquired  as  a 
matter  of  urgency. 

The  document  also  calls  for  planning 
agreements  with  drug  companies  to  cover 
the  amount  of  research  and  development 
undertaken  in  the  UK.  It  is  "very  con- 
cerned" about  the  practices  used  to 
promote  drugs  to  the  medical  profes- 
sion, citing  a  figure  of  £570  a  year  per 
doctor;  it  calls  for  a  substantial  and  con- 
tinuing reduction  in  expenditure  on  sales 
promotion,  and  in  the  light  of  an  esti- 
mated £2m  spent  by  the  industry  on  free 
samples  to  doctors  and  dentists,  the  report 
calls  for  a  complete  ban  on  gifts  and 
samples,  if  necessary  by  legislation. 

The  document  further  seeks  improve- 
ments in  the  dissemination  of  information 
on  drugs  to  doctors  and  says  there  is  a 
need  for  a  public  agency  to  play  an  inde- 
pendent role.  Doctors  should  be  made 
aware  of  the  comparative  costs  of  similar 
products,  it  is  argued. 

The  conference  to  launch  the  document 
on  Thursday  (after  C&D  went  to  press) 
was  due  to  be  attended  by  Dr  Owen  and 
by  Barbara  Castle  and  Judith  Hart,  the 
respective  chairmen  of  the  Labour  Party's 
National  Executive  Committee's  social  and 
industrial  policy  subcommittees  which  set 
up  the  study  group. 

□  When  asked  about  his  plans  for  the 
future  development  of  the  pharmaceutical 
industry,  Dr  Owen,  in  a  Commons  written 
answer  on  Tuesday,  said  that  he  was  still 
negotiating  with  the  ABPI  about  advertis- 
ing practice  and  promotion  costs. 

Co-operative  Party  calls  for 
industry  nationalisation 

The  Co-operative  Party's  conference  last 
week  carried  unanimously  a  motion  which 
called  for  the  nationalisation  of  the 
pharmaceutical  industry. 

The  motion — which  stated  that  the 
NHS  was  being  steadily  eroded  by  the 
high  cost  of  equipment,  furnishings,  drugs 
and  supplies,  and  which  therefore 
demanded  that  the  pharmaceutical  indus- 
try and  the  equipment  manufacturing  and 
supply  industry  should  be  taken  into 
"social  ownership" — was  proposed  by  Mrs 


Elizabeth  Grierson  from  the  Scottish 
Co-operative  Women's  Guild.  She  is 
reported  to  have  told  the  330  delegates  at 
the  conference,  who  represented  120  con- 
stituent organisations,  that  charges  were 
about  25  per  cent  above  production  costs, 
and  that  companies  derived  a  large  part 
of  their  profits  from  the  NHS.  Advertising 
and  employment  of  representatives  cost 
about  £37m  annually,  but  in  many  cases 
the  only  difference  between  products  was 
that  some  made  more  profits  than  others. 

Doctors'  prescribing  to  be 
monitored  by  Department 

The  prescribing  patterns  of  about  1,000 
doctors  in  four  family  practitioner  areas 
are  to  be  monitored  in  a  Department  of 
Health  survey  starting  in  September. 

The  scheme — which  will  be  experi- 
mental in  the  early  stages,  but  may  be 
extended  to  other  parts  of  the  country 
later — is  to  concentrate  on  patterns  rather 
than  cost.  Three  drug  groups  expected 
to  come  under  particularly  close  scrutiny 
are  tranquillisers,  antidepressants  and 
slimming  drugs ;  dangerous  drugs ;  and 
habit  forming  drugs  such  as  barbiturates. 

USDAW  to  press  Boots  on 
retail  recruiting  facilities 

The  Union  of  Shop  Distributive  and  Allied 
Workers  is  to  press  Boots  for  better 
opportunities  to  recruit  retail  staff. 

The  union's  conference  on  Tuesday 
voted  unanimously  for  a  motion  which 
called  for  the  enlisting  of  support  of 
members  in  the  industrial  side  of  Boots 
"to  ensure  the  granting  of  adequate  facili- 
ties for  recruiting  into  union  membership 
the  staff  at  all  Boots'  stores  within  the 
next  12  months".  USDAW  has  recently 
negotiated  a  closed-shop  agreement  with 
Boots  for  warehouse  and  production  staff 
(C&D,  April  17,  p575). 

During  discussion  of  the  motion,  Lord 
Allen,  general  secretary,  said  that  in 
recent  talks  senior  Boots  officials  had 
described  their  attitude  to  unionisation  as 
neutral.  "We  have  to  appeal  to  their 
better  judgment  to  take  a  more  positive 
and  far-seeing  attitude  and  to  show  less 
of  this  strict  neutrality  posture  and  more 
ol  an  encouraging  posture,"  he  added. 

Speaking  on  closed  shop  agreements 
earlier,  Mr  J.  D.  Hughes,  president,  re- 
affirmed USDAWs'  objective  of  working 
for  more  such  agreements.  USDAW,  he 
continued,  accepted  that  pharmacists,  doc- 
tors and  dentists  had  to  be  members  of 
their  professional  societies.  "What  it  does 
not  understand  the  blatant  hypocrisy  of 
some  politicians  and  others  who  show 
clearly  a  discrimination  when  it  comes  to 
dealing  with  the  ordinary  worker".  Later, 


he  added,  "I  therefore  emphasise  and  un- 
derline that  USDAWs  Executive  Council 
clearly  desires  to  establish  one  hundred 
per  cent  membership  agreements  with  all 
employers  wherever  the  union  has  recog- 
nition. 

Later  the  conference  voted  for  a  con- 
tinuation of  the  Trade  Union  Congress 
and  Government  approach  to  a  pay  policy, 
but  rejected  the  3  per  cent  ceiling  suggested 
by  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  as 
being  too  low.  A  motion  calling  for  a  £50 
a  week  wage  for  shop  workers  was  over- 
whelmingly defeated  . 

Prescription  Pricing 
Authority  inquiry  begins 

The  independent  inquiry  into  the  func- 
tions, constitution  and  organisation  of  the 
Prescription  Pricing  Authority  has  already 
begun.  Dr  David  Owen,  Minister  of  State, 
Department  of  Health,  announced  the 
inquiry  in  Parliament  recently  {C&D, 
April  10,  p540),  and  Mr  R.  I.  Tricker, 
director,  Oxford  Centre  for  Management 
Studies,  who  is  to  conduct  the  study,  met 
members  of  the  Prescription  Pricing 
Authority  last  week. 

Mr  J.  A.  Stewart,  FPS,  has  been  re- 
elected chairman  of  the  Authority  and 
Dr  M.  Latner  vice-chairman.  The  only 
change  of  membership  of  the  Authority 
this  year  is  that  Mr  L.  T.  Gadge  has  been 
elected  by  the  south  western  group  of 
family  practitioner  committees  to  replace 
Mr  T.  R.  Hardy,  who  did  not  offer  him- 
self for  re-election.  The  full  membership 
of  the  Authority  is  thus  as  follows :

Polaroid  Corporation  on  Monday  filed  a 
suit  against  Eastman  Kodak  which  claimed 
the  latter  company  was  infringing  10  of 
its  patents  in  its  new  instant  picture 
camera  and  film. 

The  Kodak  instant  picture  system  was 
announced  last  week  (C&D,  p584)  and  it 
is  due  to  be  released  in  the  UK,  but  not 
for  some  time ;  four  of  the  alleged  patent 
infringements  relate  to  camera  structure 
and  six  to  film  structure.  Polaroid's  suit 
was  filed  at  the  District  Court  in  Boston. 

A  statement  from  Mr  W.  Fallon, 
Kodak's  president,  quoted  in  Financial 
Times  on  Wednesday,  rejected  the  Polaroid 
charges  and  said  the  company  had  de- 
veloped its  new  cameras  "using  its  own 
distinct  technology  and  without  depending 
on  the  patents  of  others." 

Trial  of  nurses  dispensing 
'pill'— first  year's  results 

A  trial  in  which  nurses  prescribed  and 
dispensed  oral  contraceptives  from  a 
family  planning  clinic  has  shown  promis- 
ing results,  according  to  a  report  in  a 
recent  British  Medical  Journal. 

Specially  trained  nurses  saw  a  total  of 
768  patients  in  the  first  year  at  the 
experimental  clinic,  King's  College  Hos- 
pital, London.  Oral  contraceptives  were 
dispensed  for  377  patients  after  the  nurse 
had  consulted  a  check  list  giving  drugs 
interfering  with  their  action,  contra- 
indications and  conditions  where  caution 
was  needed.  Prepacked  supplies  of  metro- 
nidazole, nystatin,  antibiotics  and  anal- 
gesics were  kept  in  the  clinic  for  treating 
minor  gynaecological  complaints. 

A  doctor's  visit  was  needed  with  only 
16  patients  and  all  side  effects  were 
adequately  diagnosed  by  the  nurses.  The 
authors  of  the  report  believe  the  trial  has 
confirmed  that  an  adequate  check  list 
prevents  those  at  risk  from  receiving  oral 
contraceptives  and  that  the  family  plan- 
ning patient  discusses  her  problems  better 
with  a  nurse  than  with  a  doctor.  Current 
work  will  establish  the  continuity  rate  by 
method  of  contraception  in  the  nurse 
clinic  compared  with  that  obtained  in  a 
medical  clinic. 

US  cyclamates  ban  to  be 
partially  lifted  ? 

Results  of  British  research,  as  yet  unpub- 
lished, could  help  to  lift  the  US  ban  on 
cyclamate  sweeteners. 

An  article  in  the  Guardian  last  week 
suggested  it  was  likely  that  the  US  ban — 
imposed  in  1970  after  several  research 
reports  indicated  adverse  effects  could  be 


caused  by  the  sweeteners — would  be  par- 
tially lifted  to  allow  cyclamates  to  be  sold 
as  a  table  top  sweetener,  and  to  be  used 
in  the  manufacture  of  soft  drinks.  The 
US  Food  and  Drug  Administration  have 
apparently  denied  that  they  have  come  to 
any  conclusion  about  cyclamates,  but,  the 
article  claims,  they  have  been  under  con- 
siderable pressure  to  announce  a  decision 
since  February  when  a  US  National 
Cancer  Institute  published  a  report  that 
cyclamates  did  not  produce  cancer  in 
experimental  animals. 

The  British  research,  undertaken  by  Dr 
R.  Crampton  of  the  British  Industrial 
Biological  Research  Association,  investi- 
gated whether  cyclamates  caused  testicular 
damage,  another  of  the  claims  taken  into 
account  when  the  US  ban  was  imposed. 
Dr  Crampton  told  C&D  this  week  that 
his  work  had  demonstrated  a  level  at 
which  it  was  safe  to  use  cyclamates  in 
terms  of  testicular  damage ;  he  had  already 
informed  the  US  and  UK  Governments  of 
his  findings. 

Dispensing  in  safety  packs 
probed  by  US  consumers 

In  spite  of  the  dispensing  of  prescription 
drugs  in  child  resistant  containers — 
which  has  been  compulsory  in  the  US  for 
the  past  two  years — there  is  evidence  that 
ingestion  of  such  products  by  US  children 
under  five  continues,  according  to  the  US 
Consumer  Product  Safety  Commission. 

Many  of  the  incidents  involve  drugs 
dispensed  in  containers  which  did  not  have 
safety  closures,  but  the  Commission  is  not 
sure  whether  the  containers  involved 
represented  non-compliance  by  pharma- 
cists of  the  regulations  or  whether  they 
were  requested  by  people  with  children 
under  five  years,  as  they  are  allowed  to  do. 
To  obtain  more  information,  the  Com- 
mission recently  launched  a  six-week 
programme  whereby  some  300  people  will 
canvass  their  communities  to  discover  the 
practices  of  local  pharmacies  about  child- 
resistant  closures  and  prescription  drugs. 

According  to  the  Commission,  the  use 
of  the  300  "consumer  deputies"  to  survey 
consumers  directly  should  produce  a 
greater  understanding  of  retail  pharmacy 


practices  than  would  be  possible  through 
an  extensive  enforcement  programme.  The 
information  collected  would  provide  a 
sample  of  the  market  place  in  addition  to 
alerting  the  Commission  to  which 
pharmacies  may  not  be  complying  with 
the  law. 

□  The  number  of  deaths  from  aspirin 
poisonings  in  children  under  five  has 
dropped  48  per  cent  in  the  past  two  years 
since  such  products  have  been  required  to 
be  packaged  in  child-resistant  containers, 
stated  President  Ford  recently  while 
declaring  March  21-27  as  US  National 
Poison  Prevention  Week.

The  British  Council  for  Rehabilitation  of 
the  Disabled  have  launched  a  national 
sponsored  slimming  contest. 

Entrants  follow  a  four-week  diet,  start- 
ing any  time  in  May,  and  agree  to  donate 
so  much  per  pound  they  lose  to  REHAB. 
One  of  three  diets  can  be  chosen — a 
general  1,000  calorie,  a  vegetarian  or 
vegan  diet — and  will  be  sent  to  each 
entrant  with  a  calorie  counter,  exercises, 
recipes,  etc.  Prizes  include  a  £400  kitchen 
and  a  Greek  holiday.  Posters  and  hand- 
bills are  available  from  REHAB  national 
slim,  Tavistock  House  (South),  Tavistock 
Square,  London  WC1H  9LB.  Products 
mentioned  in  the  diets  include  low-calorie 
drinks,  crispbreads,  saccharin  sweeteners 
and  low-calorie  salad  dressings.

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Centenary  of  Bournemouth's 
'round'  pharmacy 


A  Bournemouth  pharmacy,  virtually  un- 
altered since  Victorian  days,  is  currently 
celebrating  its  centenary. 

Pars  &  Co,  Poole  Hill,  Bournemouth 
— something  of  a  landmark  in  the  area, 
due  to  its  unusual  round  shape — prides 
itself  on  having  been  open  for  dispensing 
for  at  least  a  short  time  on  every  day  of 
those  past  100  years.  The  pharmacy  has 
only  had  three  owners  for  most  of  its  life 
and  in  each  case  there  has  been  an  overlap 
of  ownership. 

The  shop — known  as  the  West  Cliff 
pharmacy — was  founded  in  1876  by  a  Mr 
Beale,  and  was  taken  over  shortly  after- 
wards by  a  Mr  Hetherington.  Mr  Charles 
Pars  then  ran  it  from  1878;  he  bought 
and  installed  the  fitting  of  a  chemist's 
shop  in  London  which  dated  from  Regency 
times — apparently  having  his  shop  built 
around  the  fittings — and  even  today  some 
of  the  150-year-old  gold  leaf  can  still  be 
seen.  Virtually  the  only  change  since  then 
to  the  exterior  has  been  the  removal  of 
plaster  triangles  over  the  first  floor 
windows  during  redecoration  in  1956. 

Mr  Archie  Robinson  went  to  work  for 
Mr  Pars  and  eventually  took  over  the 
business.  Mr  Pars  retired  to  live  in 
Swanage,  and  Mr  Robinson  missed  the 
company's  centenary  by  just  a  few  weeks, 
dying  recently  at  the  age  of  88.  In  the 
meantime  the  present  partners — Mr  Jack 
Phillips  and  Mr  Peter  Weaver — were  at 
the  pharmacy,  Mr  Phillips  from  1946  and 
Mr  Weaver  from  1950.  They  registered 
the  company  in  1956. 

Mr  Phillips'  achievements 

Mr  Phillips  has  been  on  the  Editorial 
Committee  of  the  British  Pharmaceutical 
Codex  and  the  British  National  Formu- 
lary for  the  past  20  years.  He  was  desig- 
nated a  Fellow  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  in  December,  1966,  and  awarded 
the  Society's  Charter  Silver  Medal  in  1970. 

It  is  estimated  that  over  one  million 
prescriptions  are  recorded  in  the  phar- 
macy's books ;  the  first,  for  a  decon- 
gestant, was  made  up  for  a  Mr  H. 
Reynolds  of  Weymouth.  The  prescription 


books  and  their  surroundings  provide  a 
veritable  living  museum  of  the  quieter  days 
of  100  years  ago — though  the  pharmacy 
itself  is  still  in  tune  with  the  times! 

Aspirin  and  dipyridamole 
'reduced  thrombosis' 

Aspirin  and  dipyridamole  given  together 
reduced  the  incidence  of  postoperative 
deep  vein  thrombosis,  according  to  a  trial 
reported  in  last  week's  British  Medical 
Journal. 

The  drugs  were  given  orally  the  night 
before  and  for  seven  days  after  the  opera- 
tion to  patients  at  St  Vincent's  Hospital, 
Victoria,  Australia.  Of  the  85  patients  in 
the  control  group  24  (28  per  cent) 
developed  thrombosis  whereas  in  the  85 
patients  taking  aspirin  lg  and  dipyridamole 
lOOmg,  only  12  (14  per  cent)  developed 
the  complication. 

Eczema  society  concern 
over  steroid  labelling 

The  National  Eczema  Society,  to  be 
launched  as  a  registered  charity  on  May 
8,  is  concerned  about  the  labelling  of 
topical  corticosteroids. 

The  society  is  approaching  the  Com- 
mittee on  Safety  of  Medicines,  the 
Association  of  the  British  Pharmaceutical 
Industry,  the  British  Medical  Association 
and  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  with  a 
view  to  improving  the  instructions  given 
with    these    products.    The    society  feels

patients  should  receive  more  information 
on  the  responsible  use  of  topical  corti- 
costeroids, including  contraindications. 
Directions  such  as  "use  sparingly"  or  "as 
required"  were  often  difficult  to  interpret, 
a  spokesman  said,  adding  that  over- 
prescribing  was  another  problem:  "Vast 
quantities  have  been  dispensed  yet  no-one 
has  said  anything  about  it". 

The  society  aims  to  help  eczema 
sufferers  and  those  involved  with  their 
treatment.  Further  details,  including  a  lay- 
man's guide  to  the  condition  and  its 
management  are  available  from  the  society 
at  27  Doyle  Gardens,  London  NW10  3DB. 

Food  labelling  proposals 

The  European  Communities  Commission 
has  put  forward  proposals  which  would 
tighten  up  the  laws  of  member  states  on 
the  labelling,  presentation  and  promotion 
of  foodstuffs.  Subject  to  special  provisions 
for  dietary  foods  and  spa  waters,  the 
labelling  and  methods  used  must  not  imply 
that  a  foodstuff  can  prevent  or  cure  illness. 

The  Commission  has  recommended 
labelling  with  a  minimum  durability  pre- 
ceded by  the  phrase  "will  keep  until  .  .  .  " 
rather  than  "sell  by"  or  "consume  by". 

New  rabies  vaccine  soon  ? 

A  new  vaccine  against  rabies  should  soon 
be  available  in  the  UK.  Trials  of  the 
human  diploid  cell  vaccine,  manufactured 
at  the  Merieux  Institute,  France,  have  been 
carried  out  in  300  people  at  the  Clinical 
Research  Centre,  Northwick  Park  Hospital, 
Middlesex,  over  the  past  two  years.  A  pro- 
duct licence  has  been  applied  for. 

The  vaccine  produced  a  high  level  of 
antibodies  when  given  before  exposure  to 
the  disease  and  post-exposure  studies  are 
planned.  A  spokesman  from  the  centre 
told  C&D  that  the  vaccine  was  so  safe  it 
would  probably  be  available  on  general 
distribution  eventually,  rather  than  sup- 
plied from  specific  public  health 
laboratories,  so  that  anyone  travelling  to 
areas  where  rabies  is  endemic  could  be 
vaccinated  in  advance.

the  Misuse  of  Drugs  Act  1971. 
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Difficulties 

There  is  no  doubt  at  all  that  the  practice  of  pharmacy  is  beset  with  problems 
quite  unknown  30  years  ago,  and  that  the  supply  of  prescription  medicines 
is  now  a  complex  and,  at  times,  an  impossible  task.  A  visit  the  other  day 
from  two  medical  representatives  so  alike  in  form  and  feature,  face  and 
limb,  as  the  old  poem  said,  as  to  make  it  no  easy  task  to  discover  who  was 
cast  for  the  role  of  "lead",  provided  information  that  yet  another  vitamin 
product  was  waiting  in  the  wings. 

In  the  circumstances,  what  does  one  do?  Doctors  in  the  area  have  already 
had  a  visit  from  the  deputation,  and  one  such  may,  with  literature  and  a 
sample  on  his  desk,  decide  to  write  a  prescription  for  the  product.  If  he 
does,  it  may  arrive  at  your  pharmacy — or  it  may  not.  It  may  go  to  three  or 
four  pharmacies  at  which  the  pharmacists  have  listened  to  the  duo  and 
have  decided,  wrongly,  that  the  number  of  vitamin  preparations  already  on 
the  shelves  should  be  enough  for  the  next  decade. 

The  situation  is  one  which,  along  with  countless  others,  concerns  two 
writers  of  letters  to  your  columns  in  the  past  week  or  two.  And  it  has  to  be 
admitted  that  there  is  no  simple  answer.  There  are,  undoubtedly,  members 
of  the  public  being  turned  away  from  pharmacies  all  over  the  country  with 
their  pharmaceutical  needs  unsatisfied,  for  which  there  may  be  a  number 
of  reasons.  One  may  feel  as  the  time-consuming  and  awkward  ointments 
and  lotions  arrive,  that  someone,  somewhere,  is  not  accepting  the  rough 
with  the  smooth.  I  have  myself  felt  that  it  is  curious  that  so  many  ointments 
and  lotions  of  an  extemporaneous  nature  make  their  appearance 
regularly  on  Saturdays. 

But  it  is  not  all,  as  R.  Jackson  writes,  as  straightforward  as  it  may  seem 
at  first  glance.  Your  second  correspondent  points  out  that  there  are 
disincentives  to  stocking  galenicals  that  may  be  used  rarely,  on  the  grounds 
of  expense,  and  again  there  is  something  in  the  argument.  But  there  are 
other  factors. 

Our  best 

In  its  most  simplified  form,  another  argument  may  take  shape  something 
like  this.  The  wholesale  "manufacturer"  has  no  syrup  of  tolu,  so  the 
obvious  remedy  is  to  ask  for  solution  of  tolu  pro  syrup.  That  quest  also 
proves  to  be  fruitless,  so  the  old-time  pharmacist  tells  his  staff  not  to  let 
that  upset  them.  "We'll  order  the  balsam  and  make  our  own,"  he  says 
complacently.  But,  it  appears,  the  wholesaler  no  longer  stocks  the  balsam 
"because  there  is  no  demand".  The  aged  local  doctor  to  whom  "Multiple 
manager"  refers  is  brother  to  our  revered  Dr  Marley,  whose  memory 
is  prodigious  and  whose  knowledge  of  the  materia  medica  may  be  likened 
to  Sam  Weller's  knowledge  of  London;  and  if  he  goes  back  to  tinct  rhus 
toxicodendron  we  may  have  problems. 

There  are  difficulties.  There  are  pharmacists  who  would  rather 
merchandise  than  dispense,  for  reasons  that  are  not  obscure.  There  are 
doctors  who  retain  their  preference  for  the  medicines  of  yesterday  (and  the 
day  before)  which  are  no  longer  procurable.  There  are  medical  locums 
who  pay  fleeting  visits  to  an  area  and,  in  the  most  charming  manner,  create 
complete  havoc  with  the  stock  pattern.  There  are  manufacturers  who, 
having  established  loyalty  to  a  product  in  some  areas,  if  not  in  others, 
decide  to  "discontinue" — convenient  description — marketing  the 
preparation.  There  are  preparations  costing  £10  for  100,  and  the  doctor 
orders  12  only. 

There  are  people  who,  having  been  prescribed  a  new  vitamin 
preparation,  regard  it  as  a  life-saving  drug  which  must  be  forthcoming  at 
once.  And  all  we  can  do,  in  all  the  circumstances,  is  our  best.

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Plymouth:  a 
century  of 
'organised1 
pharmacy

"All  the  world's  a  stage  and  we  are  the 
actors,  we  have  our  entrances  and  our 
exits."  Never  more  clearly  is  this  demon- 
strated than  when  one  studies  the  history  of 
a  branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society. 
All  those  active  pharmacists  with  their 
ambitions,  hopes,  ideals  and  problems,  are 
no  more  but  the  branch,  their  memorial, 
lives  on.  Looking  closer,  we  see  in  them 
mirrors  of  ourselves — the  same  passions, 
arguments,  rallying  cries.  We,  in  turn,  add 
our  contribution  to  progress,  and  take  our 
place  in  the  dust. 

To  have  a  clearer  picture  of  the  history 
of  Plymouth  Branch  it  is,  perhaps,  neces- 
sary to  give  some  background.  Today  we 
have  the  city  of  Plymouth.  A  hundred  years 
ago  there  were  three  towns — Plymouth, 
centred  around  the  estuary  of  the  Plym, 
Devonport  on  the  river  Tamar  (which 
sprang  into  being  with  the  development 
of  the  naval  dockyard  and  was  formerly 
known  as  Plymouth  Dock)  and  Stonehouse, 
situated  between  the  two,  extending  to  the 
waters  of  the  Sound.  The  first  two  had 
pride  in  a  mayor,  the  other  boasted  only 
of  a  chairman.  These  three  towns  main- 
tained their  independence  until  amalgama- 
tion at  the  end  of  the  first  world  war  to 
form  Greater  Plymouth,  but  it  was  not 
long  before  Devonport  and  Stonehouse 
were  emasculated  to  give  way  to  become 
just  "Plymouth". 

Respected  in  the  community 

In  looking  back  to  the  early  years  some 
things  stand  out.  Despite  the  bad  working 
conditions,  the  long  hours  (an  association 
was  formed  to  press  for  early  closing), 
poverty,  distress,  the  munificence  and 
magnificence  of  the  upper  classes,  the  pro- 
prietor pharmacist  (or  rather  chemist)  main- 
tained reasonable  standards,  was  much 
respected  by  the  community.  He  took  an 
interest,  whether  direct  or  not,  in  local 
sffairs.  One  found  a  sense  of  parochialism, 
with  no  big  companies  to  dominate  the 
pharmaceutical  scene. 

It  must  be  remembered  that  regulations 
were  few ;  membership  of  the  Society  was 
voluntary  and  there  were  no  pharmacy 
inspectors.  There  was  lime  to  experiment, 
to  do  some  research,  to  discuss,  but  above

all  it  was  the  time  of  preparing  one's  own 
nostrums.  Wood's  areca  nut  tooth  powder, 
Towans  ninney  salve,  to  name  just  two, 
with  their  own  local  reputation  which 
sometimes  extended  further  afield. 

The  chemists  were  in  the  "High  Streets", 
each  with  his  own  aura  of  respectability. 

It  must  also  be  remembered  it  was  an 
era  without  dentists,  opticians,  photo- 
graphic centres,  chiropody — the  chemist 
very  often  did  the  lot:  "Marcoolyn, 
chemist,  teeth  painlessly  extracted"  was  no 
exception. 

Waggonette  outing 

The  highlight  of  the  year  for  the 
"chemists  and  druggists"  was  the  annual 
outing  by  horse  and  waggonette  with  their 
wives  and  children  to  a  place  "out  in  the 
country" — just  a  mile  or  two  away.  A 
favourite  was  Ham,  the  grounds  of  the 
home  of  the  Trelawney-Ross  family  now 
no  more  and  swallowed  up  in  housing 
estates.  There  a  picnic  tea  would  be  held, 
games  for  the  children,  botanical  speci- 
mens, local  fauna,  etc,  collected  and  dis- 
cussed and  the  trip  home  in  the  evening 
with  the  very  young  asleep  on  the  laps  of 
the  mothers  and  the  others  causing 
hysterics  by  running  alongside.  It  must  be 
remembered  that  families  were  large,  and 
cheap  domestic  help  plentiful.  Of  course, 
the  coming  of  the  motor  car  and  coaches 
destroyed  the  novelty  of  a  trip  and  the 
last  was  in  1928. 

The  other  highlight  was  the  annual 
dinner  and  dance,  always  held  at  the  Royal 
Hotel  (destroyed  in  the  Blitz)  and  it  was 
the  social  event  of  the  year,  attended  by 
the  chief  constable  and  graced  by  the  local 
landed  gentry.  It  was  a  social  "Who's 
Who"  of  the  area. 

The  1870's  saw  the  springing  up  of  trade 


associations  (and  there  were  no  qualms 
about  being  described  as  "trade")  for  the 
mutual  defence  and  protection  of  "chemists 
and  druggists".  June  1876  saw  the  inaugu- 
ration of  the  Plymouth,  Devonport,  Stone- 
house and  District  Chemists  and  Druggists 
Association.  (Incidentally,  Dover  Associa- 
tion was  formed  in  the  same  year).  A  Mr 
Codd  was  elected  president,  Mr  Balkwill 
vice-president,  and  Mr  Clark  secretary  and 
treasurer.  The  Society's  journal  of  that 
time  said:  "We  congratulate  the  young 
association  on  the  vigorous  signs  of  life 
it  is  showing".  It  certainly  was  vigorous 
since  its  first  action  was  to  invite  the 
British  Pharmaceutical  Conference  to 
Plymouth  the  following  year,  an  invitation 
that  was  accepted  for  the  first  and  only 
lime — and  is  not  likely  to  be  repeated 
today  with  the  tendency  to  make  use  of 
universities. 

Another  resolution  was  passed  to  com- 
pile a  price  list.  "The  public  should  be 
given  to  understand — dispensing  being 
skilled  labour  of  the  highest  class — the 
mere  retail  price  of  the  ingredients  in  a 
prescription  would  be  very  inadequate  re- 
muneration to  the  competent  dispenser." 

National  figure 

Mention  must  be  made  of  this  Mr 
Balkwill  who  was  not  only  active  locally  but 
was  appointed  to  the  national  committee 
of  trade  associations.  He  was  superinten- 
dent of  examinations  at  Plymouth  but  was 
also  proprietor  of  the  business  commenced 
by  Cookworthy,  an  apprentice  to  Bevan  of 
Plough  Court  London  (he  walked  from 
Plymouth  to  London)  who,  because  of  his 
research  and  experiment  on  china  clay,  is 
known  as  the  "father"  of  the  china  clay

industry.  This  business,  though  forced  to 
move  through  enemy  action,  continued 
uninterrupted  until  two  years  ago. 

Mention  must  be  made  of  the  School  of 
Pharmacy,  originally  situated  at  Exeter. 
It  moved  to  Plymouth  in  the  I920's  under 
the  greatly  respected  "Daddy"  Ware.  In 
fact  the  Alan  H.  Ware  Prize  is  still  pre- 
sented though  the  School  has  closed. 

Attention  must  be  drawn  to  the  "Blitz" 
in  the  second  world  war  and  the  main- 
tenance of  a  service  to  the  public  during 
that  period.  It  is  now  admitted  that  the 
city  had  one  of  the  heaviest  casualty  lists 
of  any  town.  Windows  boarded  up:  at 
times,  no  water;  no  gas;  no  electricity;  no 
light  yet  a  pharmaceutical  service  was  kept 
going  with  pharmacies  destroyed  one  night 
opening  up  somewhere  else,  only  to  be 
destroyed  again  in  a  few  days. 

Bearer  bonds 

There  may  be  some  relics  of  the  bearer 
bond  scheme  devised  by  Plymouth  phar- 
macists to  help  any  unfortunate  colleague 
who  suffered.  These  were  to  the  value  of 
£5 — which  could  buy  a  lot  in  those  days — 
and  were  to  be  presented  to  pharmacists 
still  in  business  who  would  supply  goods, 
etc,  to  help  the  unfortunate  to  start  up 
again.  The  speed  of  Ihe  blitz  when  it 
came,  and  the  government  assistance 
schemes  which  were  introduced,  meant  that 
no  call  was  made  on  these  bonds.  How- 
ever it  typified  the  spirit  of  the  Branch 
working  together  for  Ihe  benefit  of  all 
and  sharing  the  sacrifices — a  spirit  still 
true  today  and  a  tribute  to  100  years  of 
'  organised"  pharmacy.

An  appraisal  of  the  1976-78  edition 


Pharmaceutical  Press,  (17  Bloomsbury 
Square,  London  WC1A  2NN).  6|  x  A\  in. 
Pp  422,  £1-55. 

At  first  glance,  the  BNF  1976-78  may 
appear  to  be  almost  identical  with  its 
immediate  predecessor.  There  is  the  same 
format,  the  same  general  layout  and  the 
same  serviceable  cover,  this  time  blue. 
There  are,  however,  24  more  pages,  repre- 
senting the  largest  increase  in  size  for 
some  considerable  time.  In  fact,  wherever 
the  book  is  examined  more  closely,  sig- 
nificant differences  will  be  found,  some  of 
which  are  particularly  important  to  the 
practising  pharmacist. 

For  example,  there  are  80  additions  to 
the  formulary — twice  as  many  as  last  time 
-  -and  91  deletions — nearly  three  times  as 
many.  These  are  all  listed  on  pages  324-7 
and  are  worth  studying.  More  of  the  old 
favourites  are  gone  and,  with  them  on 
this  occasion,  most  of  the  barbiturates. 
These  lists  also  reveal  the  growing  need 
for  continuous  revision  and  for  the  limited 
lifespan  of  the  Formulary  implicit  in  the 
title. 

Partly  for  this  reason,  and  partly  to 
answer  the  criticism  that  there  is  so  much 
information  in  the  BNF  that  it  is  not 
always  readily  located,  the  index  has  been 
expanded  by  no  less  than  500  entries  and 
both  the  pharmacist  and  the  doctor  may 
now  find  that  its  regular  use  may  be  more 
effective  than  "hunting". 

Formulary  section 

This  will  particularly  apply  when  using 
the  formulary  section  which  is  considerably 
re-arranged.  "Ointments"  and  "pastes" 
have  been  merged  into  the  "creams"  sec- 
tion; "elixirs",  "emulsions"  and  "linc- 
tuses"  with  the  "mixtures",  and  "cap- 
sules" with  the  "tablets".  Obviously  it 
makes  sense,  from  the  preservers'  point  of 
view,  to  group  together,  for  example, 
levodopa  capsules  and  tablets,  they  can 
see  at  a  glance  what  strengths  are  avail- 
able in  what  forms. 

In  the  long  run  this  will  surely  benefit 
the  dispensary,  but,  for  a  while,  it  may  be 
awkward.  It  will  be  no  use  looking  for 
"Emuls  paraff  liq"  between  the  "eardrops" 
and  the  "enemas"  ;  one  must  now  turn  to 
"mixtures",  but  avoid  the  trap  of  looking 
under  "P"  for  paraffin — you  will  find  it 
under  "L"  for  liquid.  "Simple  linctus"  now 
follows  "rhubarb  compound  mixture"  and 
Gee's  linctus  is  close  by. 

No  doubt  we  will  soon  become  accus- 
tomed to  this  new  layout,  but  it  must  be 
seen  as  an  experiment  which  will  be  taken 
further  if  there  are  no  objections  to  these 
first  steps.  The  next  stage  may  well  group 
all  eye  preparations  under  one  heading 
and,  perhaps,  applications,  liniments  and 
lotions  under  another.  Eventually  one  can 
see  just  four  headings:  medicines  for  oral

administration:  for  parenteral  adminis- 
tration ;  for  topical  administration ;  and 
lor  application  to  body  cavities.  Would 
that  be  a  good  idea?  Now  would  be  a 
good  time  to  think  about  it. 

The  greatest  change,  from  the  pharma- 
cists' point  of  view,  is  the  removal  of  vir- 
tually all  footnotes  which  advise  on  the 
quantities  and  strengths  to  be  supplied  in 
the  absence  of  instruction  from  the  pres- 
cribe!". This  is  explained  on  pages  9-10 
where  it  states:  "It  has  now  been  agreed 
that  patients  would  be  best  served  by 
allowing  the  pharmacist  to  use  his  judg- 
ment. He  knows  about  drugs  and  is  well 
placed  to  assess  the  quantities  the  doctor 
might  have  intended."  This  is  a  very  sig- 
nificant and  important  step  and,  no  doubt, 
pharmacy  will  rise  to  the  occasion.  But 
there  will  probably  have  to  be  some 
guidelines  to  protect  the  vulnerable  phar- 
macist from  that  certain  type  of  patient 
who  will  say  "When  chemist  X  dispenses 
my  prescription  he  lets  me  have  200  tab- 
lets, and  you  only  let  me  have  100".  It 
would  be  a  pity  if  some  such  manoeuvre 
were  allowed  to  break  down  the  good 
relationships  which  at  present  exist. 

Notes  on  drugs,  written  primarily  for 
the  prescriber  but  always  of  interest  to 
ihe  practising  pharmacist,  have  been  re- 
vised and  up-dated  and,  incidentally,  ex- 
tended somewhat.  One  may  find  particu- 
larly interesting,  for  instance,  the  chapters 
on  endocrines,  including  the  newer  insu- 
lins, vaccines ;  oxygen  therapy ;  electro- 
lytes and  parenteral  feeding;  the  treatment 
of  diarrhoea ;  infections  etc. 

The  miscellaneous  section,  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  Formulary,  is  much  as  before, 
but  even  here  there  are  items  of  particular 
interest.  On  pll  there  is  a  very  clear  des- 
cription of  SI  units;  and  on  pi 8  a  much 
shorter  but  greatly  improved  chapter  on 
drug  dependence.  Pages  22-29  have  a 
much  expanded  and  completely  re-written 
section  on  drug  interactions,  including  a 
very  useful  table  suitable  for  quick  refer- 
ence and  the  emergency  treatment  of 
poisoning  (p30)  has  also  been  re-written.

Call  for  TV  campaign  to  show 
patients  best  use  of  NHS 


Sustained  television  advertising  campaigns 
to  show  the  public  how  to  make  the  best 
use  of  the  health  service  were  called  for 
in  a  speech  presented  to  the  Royal 
Society  of  Health's  annual  congress  at 
Eastbourne  on  Tuesday. 

"Television  is  the  one  method  of  mass 
communication  that  is  startingly  effective 
and  reaches  a  very  high  proportion  of  the 
population,"  says  Dr  Eric  Gibson,  chair- 
man, North  West  Surrey  District  Medical 
Committee.  "Sensible  eating  habits,  the 
importance  of  regular  exercise,  a  new 
attitude  to  slimming  pills,  sleeping  pills, 
so-called  happy  pills,  and  a  realisation  that 
nature  and  common  sense  will  cure  most 
minor  illnesses,  would  save  a  substantial 
amount  of  money  and  promote  a  better 
way  of  life." 

Dr  Gibson,  who  is  also  a  GP  at 
Walton-on-Thames  Health  Centre,  Surrey, 
said  that  despite  the  desperate  shortage  of 
money  for  the  NHS,  the  demands  of  the 
patients  had  grown  enormously.  It  was 
not  surprising  that  there  were  complaints 
about  "the  six  minute  consultation"  or 
that  the  doctor  did  not  have  time  to 
listen.  "The  self-help  of  an  earlier  era  has 
been  replaced  by  the  expectation  of  total 
cure  for  every  ailment,"  he  added. 

Describing  the  organisation  of  his 
health  centre,  Dr  Gibson  said  that  the 
grouping  of  individual  doctors  into  health 
centres,  where  they  shared  a  team  of 
receptionists,  nurses,  social  workers  and 
other  staff,  had  been  described  as  the 
"biggest  advance  in  general  practice  since 
penicillin".  Compared  with  hospitals,  they 
were  a  much  cheaper  way  of  providing 
medical  treatment.  There  were  now  600 
health  centres  in  England,  with  about 
one  in  seven  family  doctors — 3,200 — 
working  in  them.  There  was  wide  experi- 
ence in  the  design  of  such  centres,  yet  it 
was  distressing  to  find  that  elementary 
mistakes  were  still  being  made  in  design, 
function  and  management. 

Patients  licensing  suggested 

During  the  conference's  dental  session 
on  Wednesday,  a  novel  method  of  finan- 
cing the  NHS — whereby  patients  would 
buy  "licences"  such  as  they  would  for  a 
television — was  to  be  proposed  by  one 
speaker.  "The  health  service  must  be 
taken  away  from  the  political  whims  of 
successive  occupants  of  ministerial  offices 
and  should  be  administered  by  a  national 
corporation  such  as  the  BBC,"  said  Mr 
J.  O.  Forrest,  a  London  dentist.  Only  total 
reorganisation  could  save  the  collapsing 
dental  service,  he  added.  Under  his 
scheme,  the  NHS  would  be  financed  partly 
by  a  grant  from  taxation  and  partly  from 
a  special  contribution  from  the  public ; 
the  amount  of  money  the  public  annually 
spent  on  television  licences  or  on  pet  food 
would  pay  for  the  dental  service. 


Dental  services  in  Britain  were  now 
reaching  a  point  from  which  there  may 
be  no  rescue,  he  said.  Dentists  were  leav- 
ing "the  disintegrating  health  service"  to 
set  up  in  private  practice  because  they 
were  disillusioned  with  its  approach; 
instead  of  preventive  dentistry,  the  NHS 
placed  emphasis  on  fillings  work  in  its 
remuneration  for  dentists,  leading  either 
to  over-prescribing  of  the  more  lucrative 
types  of  treatment,  or  lack  of  the  less 
profitable  ones. 

Mr  Forrest  called  for  a  salaried  service 
for  dentists  in  the  NHS,  along  with  a 
continuation  of  private  dentistry.  The 
NHS  dentists  would  practice  from  well- 
equipped  health  centres  in  which 
hygienists  would  be  available  to  give 
preventive  treatment  and  advice  on  diet 
and  other  aspects  of  dental  health.  The 
result,  after  heavy  initial  capital  expendi- 
ture, should  be  a  big  improvement  in  the 
dental  health  of  the  nation,  he  felt. 

Fluoride  toothpastes 

The  efficacy  of  fluoride  -  containing 
toothpastes  was  questioned  in  the  same 
session  by  Mr  C.  Howard,  a  Department 
of  Health  dental  officer.  There  had  been 
numerous  clinical  trials  of  such  formula- 
tions, he  said,  usually  conducted  over  a 
three-year  period,  and  benefits  had  been 
demonstrated,  "but  many,  other  than  per- 
haps the  toothpaste  manufacturers,  might 
regard  these  as  marginal." 

There  is  scant  evidence  that  children 
who  brush  their  teeth — other  than  with 
fluoride  toothpaste  or  under  close  super- 
vision— are  preventing  dental  decay,  he 
said.  However  that  was  not  to  denigrate 
tooth  brushing  as  a  necessary  procedure, 
for  there  is  a  strong  correlation  between 
the  frequency  of  toothbrushing  and  the 
prevalence  of  gingival  disease. 

Fluoride  mouth  rinsing  by  school  child- 
ren had  been  suggested  as  an  alternative 
to  fluoride  gels,  solutions  and  pastes 
applied  topically  by  dentists.  However  the 
limited  trials  so  far  conducted  have  been 
"relatively  expensive  and  clinically  dis- 
appointing". A  scheme  in  Portsmouth  had 
been  discontinued  and  the  children 
involved  are  now  given  a  daily  fluoride 
tablet  distributed  in  class ;  "This  has 
apparently  halved  the  cost  of  the  preven- 
tive programme  and  may  well  prove  more 
beneficial,"  said  Mr  Howard.  Fluoridation 
of  the  domestic  water  supply  remains  the 
best  and  most  cost-eflective  method  of 
preventing  caries,  he  felt,  and  it  would 
give  the  dental  profession  a  better  chance 
of  controlling  dental  disease  as  a  whole. 

Professor  Sir  Frank  Young,  Darwin 
College,  Cambridge,  felt  that  a  switch  of 
diets  in  Britain  towards  a  greater  propor- 
tion of  polyunsaturated  vegetable  fats 
would  make  no  difference  to  the  death 
rate  from  coronary  heart  disease. 
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Sir  Frank,  who  was  chairman  of  the 
Department  of  Health's  advisory  panel  on 
nutrition  and  cardiovascular  and  cerebro- 
vascular disease  which  reported  two  years 
ago,  explained  his  view — which  is  in  con- 
flict with  that  of  many  doctors — at  a  joint 
session  of  preventive  medicine,  community 
health  and  food  and  nutrition.  He  said 
that  the  panel  had  accepted  the  evidence 
that  a  high  serum  cholesterol  concentra- 
tion was  an  indicator  of  a  greater  risk 
of  developing  coronary  heart  disease,  but 
the  panel  were  unconvinced  by  the 
evidence  available  that  the  overall  UK 
death  rate  would  be  reduced  as  a  result 
of  a  rise  in  the  ratio  of  polyunsaturated 
to  saturated  fatty  acids  in  the  national 
diet.  They  had  accepted  international 
comparisons  linking  coronary  deaths  with 
the  proportion  of  food  energy  derived 
from  fat,  particularly  from  saturated  fatty 
acids,  and  they  had  recommended  that  it 
be  reduced ;  but  the  picture  was  compli- 
cated because  high  fat  eaters  often  con- 
sumed a  large  amount  of  sugar  and  were 
often  heavy  cigarette  smokers. 

Professor  I.  Macdonald,  department  of 
physiology,  Guy's  Hospital  Medical 
School,  called  for  regular  coronary 
check-ups,  particularly  for  men.  He  listed 
the  risk  factors  for  coronary  artery  disease 
as  genes,  high  blood  pressure,  cigarette 
smoking,  raised  blood  fats,  being  over- 
weight, and  being  male.  A  person  prone  to 
a  coronary  attack  would  never  cease  to  be 
so  prone,  but  if  the  advice  given  to  the 
patient  was  successful,  they  may  be  able 
to  live  for  a  further  40  or  more  years. 
Professor  Macdonald  suggested  that  the 
ideal  would  be  for  people's  blood  fats  to 
be  checked  every  few  years  and  the  diet 
modified  accordingly  if  necessary. 

A  paper  from  Professor  June  Lloyd  and 
Dr  R.  J.  West,  department  of  child  health, 
St  George's  Hospital  Medical  School, 
stated  that  significant  numbers  of  children 
are  now  developing  the  risk  factors — 
including  smoking — associated  with  cor- 
onary heart  disease  in  adults.  The  authors 
suggested  that  parents  reduce  high  blood 
cholesterol  by  cutting  down  their  child- 
ren's intake  of  fatty  meat,  cream  and 
butter,  and  also  that  they  encourage  them 
to  take  up  exercise  that  they  could  easily 
continue  in  later  life. 

Permeation  standards  date 
postponed  in  USA 

Moisture  permeation  requirements  for  con- 
tainers used  in  prescription  dispensing  in 
the  United  States  become  effective  on  April 
I,  1977.  The  date  has  been  postponed  to 
allow  manufacturers  time  to  comply  with 
the  new  standards. 

A  second  interim  revision  announcement 
relating  to  United  States  Pharmacopeia 
XIX  and  National  Formulary  XIV, 
effective  July  1,  states  that  manufacturers 
of  prescription  containers  may  label  them 
as  tight  or  well-closed,  provided  they  meet 
the  requirements  of  the  general  chapter  on 
container  permeation.  Contents  of  the 
1976  interim  revision  announcements  will 
be  included  in  the  third  USP  XIX  and 
NF  XIV  supplement,  scheduled  for  pub- 
lication January  1977,  and  separate  copies 
are  available  from  USP  Convention  Inc, 
12601  Twinbrook  Parkway,  Rockville, 
Maryland  20852,  USA. 
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Strong  vote  for 


'closed'  to  new 


A  strong  vote  in  favour  of  areas  being 
"'closed"  to  new  NHS  pharmaceutical  con- 
tracts as  a  means  of  securing  better  dis- 
tribution of  services,  resulted  from  a 
meeting  of  area  chemist  contractors  com- 
mittee officers  on  Sunday. 

The  officers  were  those  of  committees  in 
the  southern  and  eastern  half  of  region  3 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Services  Negotiating 
Committee,  who  had  been  invited  to  put 
their  views  "round  the  table"  to  their 
regional  representative  on  the  Committee, 
Mr  D.  L.  Coleman. 

In  his  opening  remarks,  Mr  Coleman 
said  that  area  contractors  committees  were 
an  important  part  of  pharmaceutical  life, 
representing  the  needs  of  general  practice 
pharmacists  in  a  real  way,  and  everything 
possible  should  be  done  to  strengthen 
their  contacts  with  the  Pharmaceutical 
Services  Negotiating  Committee.  He  was 
therefore  sorry  that  ASTMS  had  gone  to 
the  Minister  to  discuss  NHS  matters.  The 
PSNC  and  ACCC's  were  not  perfect,  and 
had  not  achieved  all  they  would  have 
wished,  but  if  a  variety  of  organisations 
in  pharmacy  was  going  to  the  Minister 
on  the  same  matter  it  would  divide  the 
profession  even  further.  It  would  also 
break  the  contacts  between  the  PSNC  and 
area  committees,  because  people  would  be 
forced  to  take  up  political  positions  rather 
than  be  able  to  look  at  the  long  term 
interests  of  pharmacy. 

On  health  centres — "here  to  stay,  like  it 
or  not" — Mr  Coleman  said  that  the  choice 
for  pharmacists  was  often  one  of  going 
into  the  health  centre  with  a  consortium 
and  committing  suicide,  or  staying  outside 
and  being  murdered  by  a  leap-frogger. 
Going  into  a  health  centre  merely  to  keep 
out  a  leap-frogger  when  there  were  three 
or  four  pharmacies  within  a  quarter-mile 
of  the  health  centre  was  no  way  to  plan  a 
pharmaceutical  service.  A  consortium  was 
not  the  answer  in  every  case  because 
keeping  the  existing  pharmacies  open  only 
put  up  costs  without  producing  more  pre- 
scriptions. At  some  stage  there  would 
have  to  be  a  plan,  and  it  would  be  neces- 
sary to  publicise  the  case  for  the  com- 
munity pharmacy  and  its  services. 

Doctor  dispensing 

On  doctor  dispensing,  Mr  Coleman  said 
it  was  a  minority  problem,  but  involved 
2|  million  people  or  more.  He  believed 
that  even  in  the  most  remote  areas  the 
profession  must  accept  responsibility  for 
dispensing,  for  example  with  part-time 
pharmacies,  or  collection  and  delivery 
services.  Mr  Coleman  was  a  member  of 
the  Clothier  Committee  because  he  be- 
lieved it  was  necessary  to  try  to  reach  an 
understanding  with  the  medical  profession ; 
he  accepted  the  "standstill"  as  a  means 
of  creating  a  reasonable  atmosphere  during 
discussions — not  as  a  long  term  solution;

Turning  to  remuneration,  he  stressed 
that  the  PSNC  had  not  got  the  powers  pf 
a  trade  union  to  impose  its  will,  so  its 
negotiations  had  to  be  backed  by  facts  and 
figures — and  by  comparison  with  some 
other  professions,  contractors  had  not  done 
too  badly  over  the  past  few  years.  Under 
the  present  contract  over  50  per  cent  of 
remuneration  related  to  professional  work, 
while  the  rest  came  from  reimbursement 
of  overheads.  Under  the  Government's  £6 
policy  the  maximum  increase  possible  in 
1975  was  6.6  per  cent.  The  reimbursement 
part  of  remuneration  had  kept  better  pace 
with  inflation,  but  Mr  Coleman  stressed 
that  in  a  period  of  wage  freeze  it  would 
be  foolish  to  hold  out  the  prospect  of  a 
significant  increase  in  the  pharmacist's 
salary  aspect. 

On  distribution  of  remuneration  he 
believed  it  was  time  for  a  new  contract, 
one  mainly  concerned  with  recognising 
that  the  pharmacist  has  to  be  on  the 
premises  when  they  are  open  and  that  rent 
and  rates  have  gone  "sky  high".  Over  the 
past  few  years,  larger  contractors  had  done 
relatively  better  than  smaller  contractors, 
and  on  the  present  contract  that  situation 
was  likely  to  continue.  There  was  bound 
to  be  opposition  to  change  as  some  con- 
tractor would  finish  up  relatively  worse  off, 
but  Mr  Coleman  hoped  pressure  would  be 
maintained  both  for  a  new  contract  and 
for  the  basic  practice  and  premises  allow- 
ance elements.  These  allowances  had  been 
agreed  in  the  small  pharmacies  scheme, 
and  the  speaker  hoped  they  would  feature 
in  the  contract  for  everyone. 

On-call  services 

The  ACCC  conference  in  September  1975 
had  rejected  by  a  small  majority,  the 
concept  of  a  24-hour  on-call  service.  How- 
ever, Mr  Coleman  argued  that  some  means 
must  be  found  to  provide  a  service  "even 
at  1  am".  Remuneration  for  urgent  pre- 
scriptions was  becoming  more  reasonable 
and  he  believed  that  there  would  be  a  fee 
of  £7  to  £8  for  a  Sunday  call  within  the 
next  year  or  two.  The  Coventry  scheme 
appeared  to  be  a  sensible  attempt  to  find 
a  practical  solution  to  the  need  to  demon- 
strate that  pharmacy  can  provide  a  24-hour 
service.  On  the  oxygen  service,  Mr 
Coleman  supported  Mr  Worby's  attempt 
to  have  all  prescriptions  marked  "Urgent", 
since  they  usually  have  to  be  delivered  out 
of  hours. 

Another  problem  was  the  "special"  pre- 
scription requiring  extemporaneous  dis- 
pensing, such  as  eye  drops.  It  was  degrad- 
ing for  patients  to  have  to  go  from  one 
pharmacy  to  another  to  have  them 
dispensed,  and  while  some  pharmacies 
might  not  have  the  drugs  in  stock  there 
must  surely  be  a  pharmacy  or  hospital 
in  each  area  that  would  be  able  to  dis- 
pense the  preparation.  The  alternative  of 


having  it  made  at  "Nottingham  or 
Romford"  might  result  in  an  invoice  for 
£10  against  £2-50  allowed  when  the  pre- 
scription was  priced.  The  PSNC  was 
pressing  that  if  the  preparation  was  made 
up  by  a  commercial  organisation  the 
pharmacist  would  be  paid  the  cost — but 
the  Department  had  called  for  evidence, 
which  Mr  Coleman  said  he  would  be 
pleased  to  receive  from  contractors. 

Following  Mr  Coleman's  introduction, 
the  19  other  committee  members  present 
embarked  on  a  two-and-a-half  hour  dis- 
cussion with  him  on  contractors'  current 
problems.  [Because  of  the  informal  nature 
ot  the  discussion,  this  report  names 
speakers  only  where  specific  localities  are 
mentioned — Editor.] 

The  agreement  to  support  a  system  of 
areas  designated  "closed"  or  "open"  to 
new  NHS  contracts,  on  the  same  lines  as 
that  operated  for  the  medical  profession, 
arose  from  the  discussion  on  health 
centres.  It  was  reported  from  one  area 
that  a  dispensing  doctor  practice,  which 
employed  an  elderly  pharmacist,  had 
moved  into  a  health  centre — with  the 
pharmacist  still  dispensing.  What  sort  of 
precedent  was  being  created,  and  why 
could  not  the  pharmacist  have  the  con- 
tract? it  was  asked. 

Patients  'at  home'  in  pharmacies 

Mr  H.  B.  Coulsdon,  Cambridgeshire 
ACCC,  reported  on  interviews  with 
patients  which  had  shown  they  preferred 
to  have  prescriptions  dispensed  in  a  phar- 
macy rather  than  in  a  health  centre.  They 
could  do  their  shopping  at  the  same  time, 
were  more  "at  home"  in  the  pharmacy 
and  many  felt  better  able  to  ask  the  phar- 
macist's advice  because  he  was  under  some 
"obligation"  to  them  because  they  were 
customers.  He  believed  this  relationship 
had  been  "undersold"  by  pharmacists  in 
the  past. 

The  question  was  immediately  asked: 
"Then  why  does  leap-frogging  work?" 
The  answer  round  the  table  was  that  the 
leap-frogger  usually  moves  into  a  shopping 
area  and  that  patients  will  usually  go  to 
the  nearest  point  for  dispensing.  Mr 
Coleman  said  the  patient  needed  to  be 
faced  with  an  "either,  or"  choice — but  that 
only  arose  when  it  was  too  late  and  a 
pharmacy  had  closed.  This,  it  was  agreed, 
underlined  the  need  for  a  planned  service 
— and  for  health  centres  to  be  part  of  the 
plan.  Several  speakers  referred  to  lack  of 
information — on  where  patients  now  had 
their  prescriptions  dispensed ;  on  what 
would  be  the  ideal  planned  pharmaceutical 
service ;  on  whether  the  profession  wanted 
to  preserve  pharmacy  in  its  present  form. 

Mr  Coleman  himself  put  forward  the 
concept  of  "open",  "closed"  and  "inter- 
mediate" areas,  but  was  not  sure  he  wanted 
a  totally  planned  service  "with  someone 
sticking  pins  in  a  map".  The  move  had 
to  come  from  within  the  profession,  as  the 
Department  would  only  accept  something 
favoured  by  the  whole  profession. 
Although  the  PSNC  had  looked  at  the 
idea,  it  was  unlikely  to  come  up  with  a 
definite  proposal  for  a  planned  service 
because  it  was  not  in  the  interest  of  the 
multiples.  However,  other  speakers  argued 
that  company  chemists  were  now  interested 
only  in  prime  sites — not  the  areas  of  low 
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population  density  that  might  be  designa- 
ted "closed"  to  ensure  the  survival  of  an 
existing  pharmacy.  And  as  Mr  M.  E.  Q. 
James,  Essex  ACCC,  said :  "Areas  could 
change — it  would  not  be  like  writing  the 
Domesday  Book". 

The  health  centre  discussion  also  led  to 
some  criticism  of  area  pharmaceutical 
officers — "putting  their  sticky  fingers  into 
every  pharmaceutical  pie".  It  was  felt  that 
more  care  should  be  taken  in  their 
appointment,  but  that  the  chairman  of  the 
area  pharmaceutical  committee  (which  was 
approved  of  as  a  new  meeting  ground  for 
general  practice  and  hospital  pharmacists) 
could  do  much  to  influence  their  attitudes. 

When  talk  turned  to  dispensing  doclors, 
Mr  Coleman  was  questioned  about  the 
Clothier  Committee,  but  held  out  little 
hope  that  pharmacy  would  come  out  of 
the  "standstill"  any  better  off  than  it  went 
in.  The  hard  fact  was  there  was  little 
inducement  for  doctors,  many  of  whom 
were  earning  £4,000  or  more  from  dispens- 
ing, to  come  to  an  agreement.  That  applied 
to  younger  doctors,  as  well  as  those  older 
and  concerned  about  their  pensions.  Mr 
Coleman  pointed  out  that  the  greatest 
numbers  of  dispensing  doctors  were  to  be 
found  in  areas  of  easy  communications — 
in  East  Anglia  rather  than  the  Pennines! 
But  pharmacy  must  be  prepared  to  become 
responsible  for  all  dispensing;  he  did  not 
wish  to  be  told  as  a  negotiator  that  the 
doctors  were  being  left  to  look  after  the 
"difficult"  patients. 

Following  criticisms  of  the  rule  limit, 
it  was  suggested  that  patients  should  be 
asked  where  they  normally  shopped  and 
whether  they  had  asked  the  pharmacist  to 
deliver,  before  they  were  admitted  to 
doctors'  dispensing  lists.  Against  that,  it 
was  pointed  out  that  many  pharmacists 
found  difficulty  in  getting  staff  to  make 
the  deliveries,  usually  having  to  do  it 
themselves  out  of  hours. 

The  whole  question  of  out-of-hours 
service  found  the  meeting  as  divided  as 
had  been  the  ACCC  representatives  in 
September.  Mr  James  reported  the  strength 
of  feeling  among  some  contractors  in  Essex 
that  an  on-call  service  was  "unnecessary 
window-dressing" ;  they  already  worked 
long  enough  hours,  perhaps  three  times 
those  of  doctors  who  used  deputising 
services.  Mr  Tames  stressed  that  was  con- 
trary to  his  own  view.  Various  speakers 
referred  to  local  schemes,  involving  only 
prescriptions  marked  "urgent",  contact 
through  the  police,  etc. 

Subjects  raised  briefly  included : 

□  Too  little  information  about  "aver- 
aging" techniques  in  NHS  prescription 
pricing  (Mr  Coleman  said  he  was  assured 
by  the  Central  Checking  Bureau  that  it 
worked  satisfactorily). 

□  Need  for  some  standardisation  in 
ostomy  appliances. 

□  The  danger  of  multiple  chemists  taking 
space  in  hypermarket  complexes — and  the 
desirability  of  requiring  such  pharmacies, 
and  those  in  lock-up  precincts,  to  take  their 
share  of  rota  duties. 

□  Improvement  of  recruitment  for  com- 
mittee work — though  Mr  Coleman  pointed 
out  that  there  was  keen  competition  in 
some  areas.

Commonwealth  Association 

Mr  J.  Kerr  reported  on  a  meeting  of  the 
Executive  Committee  of  the  Common- 
wealth Pharmaceutical  Association,  held 
in  Sri  Lanka  in  March.  A  one-day  confer- 
ence of  the  Asian  Region  of  the  Associa- 
tion was  also  held  in  March  and  was 
addressed  by  the  Hon.  George  Rejapaksi 
MP,  the  Sri  Lanka  Minister  of  Health. 
As  the  members  of  the  executive  commit- 
tee were  appointed  for  the  inter-conference 
period  of  five  years  and  were  responsible 
for  the  Association's  affairs  during  their 
period  of  office  it  was  important  that  their 
meetings  should  be  well  attended ;  the 
Executive  therefore  decided  to  request  the 
Association's  council  to  elect  not  only  one 
representative  from  each  region  at  the 
next  meeting  but  also  a  deputy  from  a 
different  member  country  within  each 
region. 

The  matter  of  the  ownership  of  phar- 
macies was  discussed  and  it  was  agreed 
to  include  that  item  on  the  agenda  of  the 
next  Council  meeting.  The  final  form  of 
the  report  of  the  Diploma  Working  Party 
was  agreed  and  a  copy  will  be  circulated 
to  all  member  organisations.  Another  topic 
discussed  was  personal  membership  of  the 
Association ;  it  was  pointed  out  that  the 
high  cost  of  postage  and  printing  prevented 
any  substantial  increase  in  the  range  of 
material  that  could  be  circulated  to  per- 
sonal members.  The  need  for  additional 
information  about  the  organisation  of 
pharmacists  and  their  conditions  of  prac- 
tice and  training  in  member  countries  was 
s'ressed  and  it  was  agreed  to  ask  each 
country  to  submit  the  relevant  particulars 
to  the  secretariat. 

Other  matters  discussed  included  post- 
graduate education,  legislation,  finance,  the 
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provision  of  the  pharmaceutical  service 
in  under-developed  countries,  and  the  next 
CPA  conference,  to  be  held  in  Bombay  in 
January,  1977.  The  plans  for  the  Confer- 
ence were  well  advanced — an  attendance 
of  some  2,000  is  expected —  and  it  will  co- 
incide with  the  Indian  Science  Conference. 

Mr  Kerr  said  he  had  been  told  that 
pharmacists  holding  the  Northern  Ireland 
qualification  were  likely  to  be  at  a  dis- 
advantage if  they  practised  in  Bermuda 
where  higher  salaries  were  offered  to 
pharmacists  holding  American  qualifica- 
tions. The  secretary,  Mr  W.  Gorman,  said 
a  number  of  Northern  Ireland  pharmacists 
did  practise  in  Bermuda,  and  some  had 
for  many  years.  He  would  endeavour  to 
find  out  whether  the  information  given  to 
Mr  Kerr  was  correct. 

Mr  Gorman  said  he  had  received  from 
the  architects  an  estimate  for  repairs  to 
the  floor  beams  and  joists  in  one  of  the 
rooms  on  the  second  floor  of  the  Society's 
House.  Estimates  for  the  work  and  for  re- 
plastering  of  walls  and  cornices  amounted 
to  over  £1,000.  It  was  agreed  to  refer  the 
matter  to  the  House  Committee. 

A  copy  of  a  letter  sent  by  the  chairman 
of  the  Statutory  Committee  to  a  certain 
body  corporate  was  noted.  The  company 
concerned  had  submitted  to  the  Council  a 
complaint  alleging  a  breach  of  contract  on 
the  part  of  a  pharmacist  employee ;  the 
complaint  had  been  passed  by  the  Council 
to  the  Statutory  Committee  and  the  chair- 
man had  decided  to  deal  with  the  matter 
himself.  Reports  from  the  Finance  and 
Law  Committees  were  adopted.  The  latter 
had  considered  the  documents  relating  to 
the  implementation  of  Part  III  of  the 
Medicines  Act  1968  but  further  meetings 
would  be  held. 

Joint  meeting 

Reference  was  made  to  the  proposed 
joint  meeting  with  the  Northern  Ireland 
Faculty  of  the  Royal  College  of  General 
Practitioners.  As  the  speakers  approached 
had  not  been  free  on  the  dates  offered  it 
had  been  decided  to  postpone  the  meeting 
until  early  1977.  Professor  D'Arcy  said  he 
had  submitted  the  names  of  possible 
speakers  to  Dr  McCluggage,  the  Faculty 
secretary,  but  thought  it  would  be  a  pity 
if  such  a  long  delay  took  place. 

Mr  G.  E.  Mcllhagger  said  the  Provost 
of  the  Faculty  was  now  Dr  R.  J.  Millar 
and  he  wondered  if  Dr  Millar  could  be 
invited  to  speak  to  members  of  the 
Society  at  a  president's  "At  home".  Other 
members  supported  Mr  Mcllhagger  and  it 
was  agreed  to  approach  Dr  Millar  and 
ask  if  he  would  give  a  talk  on  a  date  early 
in  October. 

Mr  Eakin  said  that  with  Professor 
D'Arcy  and  Mr  Gorman  he  had  attended 
the  annual  meeting  and  dinner  of  the 
Lurgan,  Portadown  and  Armagh  Branch 
held  earlier  that  month  in  the  Bannvale 
Hotel.  Banbridge.  There  was  a  good 
attendance  and  he  was  pleased  that  despite 
the  prevailing  conditions  members  accepted 
office  and  were  keen  to  arrange  meetings 
for  the  next  winter  session.  Mr  M.  V.  A. 
Napier  was  elected  chairman  and  Mr  R.  H. 
Caughey  secretary.

Simply  years  ahead. 
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Council  elections— the 
great  non-event 

The  "official  silence"  on  candidates  for 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society's  Council  elec- 
tions is  now  in  force  until  May  21  and 
we,  the  members  of  the  Society,  are 
expected  to  choose  our  candidate  from  a 
modest  or  immodest  (whichever  the  case 
may  be)  assessment  of  the  candidates' 
own  prowess  written  on  his  own  behalf. 

This  is  hardly  the  way  to  ensure  that 
the  membership  gets  a  true  picture  of  the 
candidates'  abilities  and  capabilities. 
Surely  the  procedure  should  be  reversed, 
and  the  30  days  prior  to  the  election 
should  be  given  up  to  all  candidates  to 
get  their  message  across  in  whatever  way 
they  feel  is  in  their  best  interest.  All 
channels  should  be  open  within  the  phar- 
maceutical field,  and  providing  the  can- 
didates are  well  prepared  for  the  first  day 
of  electioneering,  it  would  be  possible  by 
using  the  pharmaceutical  Press  to  get  some 
sort  of  question  and  answer  projection 
through  before  polling  day. 

To  enable  all  pharmacies  to  compete 
on  level  terms,  limited  election  expendi- 
ture need  be  the  only  restriction  made  on 
each  candidate,  and  a  figure  in  the  order 
of  £300  to  £500  could  be  made  an  upper 
limit  on  expenditure.  This  money  could 
come  directly  from  candidates  or  their 
sponsors — such  as  local  pharmaceutical 
branches — and  this  very  procedure  might 
encourage  branches  to  put  forward  a 
candidate. 

I  think  it  is  time,  too,  to  consider  the 
overall  makeup  of  Council.  Is  it  represen- 
tative of  the  whole  of  our  membership? 
If  it  is,  it  is  only  by  luck.  Are  we  not 
capable  of  formulating  our  voting  system 
to  ensure  that  general  practice  pharma- 
cists, hospital  pharmacists,  industrial 
pharmacists  and  the  academics  are  all 
represented  on  our  Council  on  a  propor- 
tional basis? 

Only  when  all  the  major  categories  are 
looking  after  their  individual  interests 
from  the  chairs  of  our  council  can  we 
expect  a  more  unified  voice  in  pharmacy. 
Our  present  out-dated  and  uninformative 
method  of  producing  Council  members 
lends  credence  to  the  view  that  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  of  Great  Britain  is 
behind  the  times.

Candidates'  views  on  titles 

Your  readers  must  excuse  those  who  have 
consistently  advocated  common  sense  in 
the  realm  of  professional  titles  if  we  find 
it  hard  to  refrain  from  saying  "We  told 
you  so." 

A  superintendent  has  now  been  officially 
cleared  of  unprofessional  conduct  (and 
rightly  so)  concerning  advertising  over 
which  he  has  no  control.  I  myself  argued 
this  point  in  detail  with  a  member  of 


Council  when  Council  was  (in  our  opinion) 
so  wrongfully  wasting  its  time  trying  to 
drum  up  support  for  a  policy  which  many 
of  us  insisted  it  had  no  power  to  enforce. 

Wake  up,  17  Bloomsbury  Square,  face 
the  stark  reality  that  we  are  in  1976.  Or 
would  you  rather  see  the  ludicrous  position 
of  the  NPU  and  the  private  pharmacist 
having  advertisements  issued  by  "old  Aunt 
Fanny"  over  whom  they  have  no  control? 

We  now  have  the  position  where  any 
Tom,  Dick  or  Harry  can  use  the  word 
"chemist"  (written  in  large  type)  "sundries" 
(miniscule  type)  and  the  Society  stands 
by  helpless.  In  one  case  a  cut-price 
drug  store  even  had  two  carboys  painted 
on  the  facia.  How  much  more  ludicrous 
can  things  become?  Anyone  can  now  use 
the  title  "chemist"  with  impunity  except 
chemists.  Even  the  member  of  Council 
with  whom  I  argued  the  matter,  loyal  as 
he  was  to  Council,  obviously  had  little 
heart  for  the  matter  although  he  kept 
dragging  in  the  fact  that  the  Pharmacy 
and  Poisons  Act  did  enable  the  Society  to 
proceed  against  bodies  corporate.  But  the 
point  I  was  arguing — "but  not  if  the 
advertising  body  is  not  a  body  registered 
under  the  Act" — was  carefully  sidestepped 
time  after  time. 

I  appeal  once  again  for  Council  to  give 
up  the  spurious  pipe  dream  that  it  can 
penalise  one  section  of  the  profession 
while  other  sections  (and  indeed  any  un- 
qualified person)  can  use  the  word 
"chemist"  in  advertising  with  impunity, 
and  face  facts  in  the  cold  hard  world  of  an 
economic  collapse  unprecedented  in  this 
country. 

Let  "chemist",  the  word  by  which  the 
public  knows  us,  be  deemed  not  to  be  the 
use  of  a  restricted  title  so  long  as  no 
reference  is  made  to  professional  services 
or  dispensing. 

Can  I,  therefore,  offer  this  challenge  to 
all  candidates  for  election  this  year. 
Stand  up  and  be  counted  on  this  matter, 
state  categorically  where  you  stand  and 
what  attitude  you  pledge  yourself  to  fight 
for  inside  Council.  If  you  don't,  then  I  will 
not  vote  for  you  and  I  will  endeavour  to 
persuade  as  many  other  members  as 
possible  to  do  likewise.

Pharmacies  in  Bristol 

Mr  Arthur  Palmer  asked  the  Secretary  for 
Social  Services  if  he  would  increase  the 
number  of  chemists'  shops  and  other 
centres  for  dispensing  prescriptions  in 
Bristol.  Dr  David  Owen,  Minister  for 
Health,  in  a  Commons  written  answer, 
said  he  was  not  aware  of  exceptional 
circumstances  in  Bristol  justifying  inter- 
vention but  he  would  be  glad  to  receive 
details  of  any  special  difficulties  patients 
had  in  getting  prescriptions  dispensed. 

When  asked  by  Mr  lim  Lester  and  Mr 
Giles  Shaw  what  representations  had  been 
received  from  pharmacists  recently,  Dr 
Owen  replied  that  he  was  considering 
a  number  of  representations  from  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  and  the  Phar- 
maceutical Services  Negotiating  Commit- 
tee concerning  the  provision  of  pharmaceu- 
tical services. 

Patent  Convention 

The  Government  agrees  that  it  is  important 
for  the  UK  to  ratify  the  European  Patent 
Convention  before  the  end  of  1976,  Mr 
Edmund  Dell,  Secretary  of  State  for  Trade, 
told  Mr  Michael  Shersby,  Opposition 
spokesman  on  trade.  Legislation  would  be 
required  and  would  be  introduced  at  the 
earliest  possible  date  so  that  the  Conven- 
tion could  be  ratified  before  any  serious 
disadvantage  was  caused  to  the  UK. 

A  debate  on  the  ratification  of  the  Euro- 
pean Patent  Convention  was  to  be  initiated 
in  the  Commons  on  April  30  by  Mr  M. 
Neubert. 

Health  Services  Bill 

The  Health  Services  Bill,  which  aims  to 
separate  private  practice  from  the  National 
Health  Service  (C&D,  April  17,  p573), 
was  given  a  second  reading  in  the 
Commons  on  Tuesday  by  289  votes  to  269, 
a  Government  majority  of  20. 


Scottish  discussion  on 
health  centre  effects 

"Pharmacy  in  health  centre  areas"  is  to 
be  the  symposium  theme  of  this  year's 
conference  of  Scottish  pharmacists.  The 
event,  which  takes  place  at  the  Royal 
Darrock  Hotel,  Cults,  Aberdeen,  October 
23-24,  will  follow  the  previous  pattern 
with  an  informal  dinner  and  dance  on  the 
Saturday  evening  and  a  day's  conference 
on  the  Sunday. 

The  symposium  session  in  the  morning 
will  be  followed  in  the  afternoon  by  the 
fifth  Macmorran  lecture,  presented  by  Sir 
Hugh  Linstead. 

The  cost  of  the  conference,  from  dinner 
on  Saturday  to  Sunday  tea,  inclusive  of 
accommodation  will  be  £14;  tickets  for 
the  Sunday  and  for  the  Saturday  evening 
will  be  available  separately.  Further 
details  and  application  forms  will  be 
circulated  to  pharmacists  in  Scotland 
nearer  the  date. 
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Employment  Protection  Act 

Employee's 
new  rights 
from  June  1 

Most  of  the  sections  of  the  Employment 
Protection  Act  dealing  with  rights  of 
employees  will  be  brought  into  force  from 
June  1,  1976. 

That  is  the  effect  of  the  fourth  Com- 
mencement Order  laid  before  Parliament 
recently.  The  Order  will  bring  into  force, 
from  June  1,  1976,  the  provisions  of  the 
Act  on  the  right  to  return  to  work  after 
maternity  absence,  protection  from  dis- 
missal because  of  pregnancy,  trade  union 
membership  and  activities,  time  off  to 
look  for  work  for  employees  who  are 
being  made  redundant,  medical  suspen- 
sion, improved  remedies  for  unfair 
dismissal,  improvements  in  the  provisions 
of  the  Redundancy  Payments  Act  and 
improvements  in  the  Contracts  of 
Employment  Act. 

Maternity  rights 

The  right  to  return  to  work  after 
maternity  absence  applies  to  a  woman 
who  has  been  employed  for  at  least  two 
years  up  to  the  eleventh  week  before  her 
baby  is  due  and  who,  after  that  time, 
stops  work  because  of  pregnancy  or  con- 
finement. Provided  that  before  leaving  she 
notifies  her  employer  of  her  intention  to 
return  she  then  has  the  right  to  return 
to  work  at  any  time  up  to  29  weeks  after 
the  baby  is  born.  She  must  be  allowed  to 
return  to  her  job  on  no  less  favourable 
terms  and  conditions  of  employment. 

Employees  will  be  protected  from  being 
dismissed  because  they  are  pregnant  or 
for  reasons  connected  with  their  preg- 
nancy. An  employee  dismissed  for  this 
reason  will  be  treated  as  unfairly  dis- 
missed, unless  she  was  incapable  of 
adequately  doing  her  job,  or  was  not 
allowed  to  work  because  of  some  restric- 
tion under  law.  In  these  cases,  unless  she 
can  be  offered  suitable  alternative  work, 
dismissal  will  be  fair  but  she  will  not  lose 
her  other  maternity  rights. 

The  provisions  on  trade  union  member- 
ship and  activities  give  an  employee  the 
right  not  to  be  penalised  by  his  employer. 
The  employer  must  not  prevent  him  from 
becoming  a  member  of  an  independent 
trade  union  or  taking  part  in  its  activities, 
or  compel  him  to  become  a  member  of  a 
non-independent  trade  union.  Employees 
who  have  been  given  notice  of  dis- 
missal because  of  redundancy  will  be 
entitled  to  be  allowed  by  their  employers 
reasonable  time  off  with  pay  to  look  for 
work  or  to  make  arrangements  for  time 
off  for  training  for  future  work.  These 
conditions  will  apply  to  employees  who 
have  been  employed  for  two  years. 

The  medical  suspension  provisions  pro- 
vide for  an  employee  who  is  suspended 
from  work  on  medical  grounds  to  receive 


a  week's  pay  for  every  week  of  suspension 
up  to  a  maximum  of  26  weeks.  This  does 
not  affect  employees  who  are  medically 
unfit  for  work ;  it  relates  to  employees 
who  are  suspended  under  statutory  pro- 
visions or  codes  of  practice  approved  by 
the  Health  and  Safety  Commission  in 
circumstances  where  to  continue  to  work 
on  a  process  would  endanger  health. 

The  improved  remedies  for  unfair  dis- 
missal include  a  greater  emphasis  on 
attempting  to  obtain  reinstatement  or 
re-engagement.  The  compensation  pro- 
visions are  revised  to  provide  for  a  basic 
award,  normally  calculated  on  the  same 
basis  as  redundancy  payments,  with  a 
minimum  of  two  weeks'  pay,  plus  a  com- 
pensatory award  calculated  on  the  basis 
of  the  loss  sustained  by  the  employee  as 
a  result  of  the  dismissal.  There  is  also 
provision,  where  it  is  alleged  that  dismissal 
is  because  of  trade  union  membership  or 
activities,  for  an  interim  hearing  by  an 
industrial  tribunal  which  can  result  in 
reinstatement  or  an  order  for  continuation 
of  a  contract  of  employment  pending  a 
full  hearing.  The  improvements  also 
provide  for  continuation  of  proceedings 
before  an  industrial  tribunal  in  the  event 
of  the  death  of  an  employee  or  employer 
who  is  a  party  to  the  proceedings.  Another 
change  gives  an  employee  the  right  to  a 
written  notice  of  reasons  for  dismissal. 

The  main  improvements  to  the  Redun- 
dancy Payments  Act  are,  first,  that  where 
an  employee  is  made  redundant  and  is 
offered  a  new  contract  he  is  now  entitled 
to  a  trial  period  of  four  weeks  during 
which,  if  he  terminates  the  contract  for 
valid  reasons,  he  will  not  necessarily 
forfeit  his  right  to  a  redundancy  payment. 
Second,  whereas  a  claim  for  redundancy 
pay  formerly  had  to  be  made  within  six 
months  of  the  employee  being  made 
redundant,  a  further  six  month  period 
can  now  be  allowed  at  the  discretion  of 
an  industrial  tribunal.  The  Secretary  of 
State  is  also  given  power  to  consider 
payment  of  a  rebate  notwithstanding  that 
the  redundancy  payment  has  been  made 
out  of  time.  Other  changes  introduce  the 
concept  of  "constructive  dismissal", 
amend  the  definition  of  "associated 
employer"  to  cover  the  case  where  the 
association  is  between  companies  owned 
by  a  third  person,  and  provide  that  an 
offer  of  alternative  employment  need  not 
be  made  in  writing. 

Minimum  notice 

The  improvements  to  the  Contracts  of 
Employment  Act  provide  for  revised 
minimum  periods  of  notice  that  an 
employer  is  required  to  give  his  employees. 
These  will  now  be  one  week  after  four 
weeks'  service,  two  weeks  after  two  years' 
service  and  an  additional  week  for  each 
year  of  service  up  to  12  weeks  after  12 
years'  service.  They  also  provide  that  the 
written  statement  of  terms  of  employment 
required  by  section  4  of  the  Act  should, 
additionally,  include  the  employee's  job 
title,  and  specify  any  disciplinary  rules 
affecting  the  employee,  or  refer  to  a 
document,  reasonably  accessible  to  the 
employee,  specifying  such  rules.  The  state- 
ment should  also  say  whether  any  employ- 
ment with  a  previous  employer  counts  as 
continuous  employment  with  the  present 
employer,  and  if  so  specify  when  the 
period  began. 
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The  Order  also  brings  into  force,  from 
April  6,  1977,  the  provisions  relating  to 
maternity  pay.  The  implementation  of 
these  provisions  is  being  confirmed  at  this 
early  stage  in  order  to  give  sufficient  time 
for  the  necessary  administrative  arrange- 
ments to  be  made  to  set  up  the  maternity 
pay  fund.  Some  minor  provisions  relating 
to  matters  dealt  with  in  previous  Com- 
mencement Orders,  and  introducing  cer- 
tain order  making  powers  which  may  need 
to  be  exercised  before  the  substantive 
provisions  come  into  force  are  also  being 
implemented  from  April  20,  1976. 

Leaflets  explaining  in  detail  the  pro- 
visions being  brought  into  force  on  June 
I  are  being  produced.  They  will  be  obtain- 
able, probably  in  early  May,  from  any  of 
the  Department  of  Employment's  regional 
or  local  offices  or  from  any  local  office  of 
the  Employment  Service  Agency.

June  start  for  building 
Glaxo's  new  factory 

Work  is  expected  to  start  in  early  June 
on  the  first  stage  of  a  new  plant  Glaxo  is 
to  build  at  Waterfoot,  Dunan,  Dumfries- 
shire. 

Scheduled  to  be  completed  in  mid-1978 
at  a  cost  of  £10m,  the  plant  will  give  the 
company  additional  capacity  for  the  pro- 
duction of  pharmaceutical  chemicals  and 
provide  up  to  800  new  jobs.  Development 
of  the  168-acre  site,  still  subject  to 
detailed  planning  permission,  is  expected 
to  be  gradual,  as  the  company  is  anxious 
to  ensure  minimum  disturbance  to  existing 
amenities.  The  building  contract  has  been 
awarded  to  John  Laing  Construction  and 
will  be  handled  by  its  Carlisle  office  using 
local  labour. 

Sharp  export  rise  expected 

A  sharp  increase  in  exports — in  the  order 
of  100  per  cent — is  expected  this  year  by 
Dellex-Grosvenor  Ltd.  After  meeting  dis- 
stributors  and  agents  in  several  European 
counlries,  Mr  John  Holt,  managing  direc- 
tor, reports  firm  orders  of  over  £50,000 
with  a  further  £25,000  anticipated  from 
those  countries  alone. 

Dellex-Grosvenor  are  now  actively  ex- 
porting through  distributors,  agents  and 
local  manufacture  to  22  countries  and 
predict  substantial  growth  over  the  next 
three  years.  Mr  Holt  comments  that, 
although  the  current  value  of  sterling  is 
obviously  helping,  this  is  being  offset  by 
the  inflationary  spiral  in  this  country  and 
the  fact  that  the  company  has  to  rely  on 
imports  of  certain  components  not  avail- 
able in  the  United  Kingdom.

D.  H.  Shrive,  in  business  for  many  years 
at  3  Cumbergate,  Peterborough,  as 
chemists  and  photographic  dealers,  have 
moved  to  14  Westgate,  Peterborough,  a 
short  distance  away.  The  area  in  which 
their  old  shop  stands  is  to  be  redeveloped 
to  form  a  big  new  shopping  precinct. 

Unilever's  sales  of  detergents  in  1975  were 
some  £  1,249m — a  rise  of  about  25  per  cent 
over  the  previous  year — yielding  an  oper- 
ating profit  for  such  operations  of  £92m — 
£12m  ahead  of  the  1974  figure.  Toilet 
preparations  sales  totalled  £266m  (£207m 
in  1974),  yielding  £21m  operating  profit 
(£12m). 

Eli  Lilly  &  Co  Indianapolis,  have  reported 
record  results  for  the  first  three  months  of 
1976  with  sales,  at  $362m,  up  three  per 
cent  from  the  $352m  for  the  same  period 
in  1975.  Estimated  earnings  for  the 
quarter  were  four  per  cent  up,  at  $61 -4m. 
Mr  R.  D.  Wood,  chairman,  stated  that 
strong  sales  growth  in  imported  product 
groups,  particularly  pharmaceutical  pro- 
ducts in  the  USA,  offset  considerably 
lower  US  sales  of  Elanco  Treflan.

News 

Chinese  oils  up 

London,  April  28:  All  the  main  essential 
oils  from  China  were  marked  up  sub- 
stantially during  the  week,  specifically 
due  to  currency  changes — an  upgrading 
of  their  own  currency  coinciding  with 
sterling's  further  weakness. 

Elsewhere  in  essential  oils  Mysore 
sandalwood  continued  to  rise  on  the  spot 
as  origin  withdrew  offers.  There  was  a 
wide  margin  between  spot  and  shipment 
offers  of  Ceylon  cinnamon  leaf  oil  reflect- 
ing the  tight  supply  position  on  the  spot. 

Although  Chinese  menthol  followed  the 
pattern  of  oils  to  become  dearer,  the 
Brazilian  material  was  weaker. 

The  prices  of  crude  drugs,  especially 
those  of  US  origin,  were  also  affected  by 
the  weakness  of  the  £.  Their  rise  was 
in  most  cases  approximately  10  per  cent 
on  the  week.  So  far  the  rises  have  been 
mainly  confined  to  the  cif  rates,  but  they 
must  soon  be  affecting  spot  quotations. 

Sarawak  exported  nearly  30,000  tons  of 
pepper  in  1975,  of  which  black  accounted 
for  just  over  20,000  tons.  Both  figures 
showed  increases  over  1974.
